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foreword 


When the first exhibition in this series 
was held in 1947 few would have real¬ 
ized the importance the series would 
come to have. Today, the Corcoran’s 
aim is to present an exhibition of the 
highest quality within the artistic 
sources of the geographical area cov¬ 
ered, and to represent the directions be¬ 
ing taken by the artists in this area. 

This year the Gallery was able to 
offer six cash prizes totaling $685, per¬ 
mitting the following awards: Painting 
$60, Sculpture $60, Print and Draw¬ 
ing $40, Ceramic $25, which were 
awarded by the Jurors to a work in 
their respective categories. In addi¬ 
tion, The Corcoran Gallery of Art Prize 
of $500 for a work in any class was 
awarded by a committee of the Gallery 
staff. The Corcoran is indebted to the 
individuals and firms listed on page 7 
who have made the Prize Fund pos¬ 
sible, as well as to the contributors 
to the Purchase Fund which is used to 
purchase works from this exhibition for 
the Gallery’s collection. 




The Gallery has selected as the first 
recipients of The Carmen and David 
Lloyd Kreeger Purchase Award, the 
following: Samurai by H. Irving Gates 
and Place of Many Mansions by Alex¬ 
ander Russo. 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art is 
deeply indebted to Mr. and Mrs. 
Kreeger for their support and inter¬ 
est in promoting the arts of the region 
by making these acquisitions possible. 

On behalf of the Gallery, I should 
like to extend our sincere thanks to the 
members of the Jury who have per¬ 
formed the difficult task of selscting the 
works for this exhibition. They are: 
Gudmund Vigtel, Head of the Museum 
of the Atlanta Art Association, Paint¬ 
ing-, Charles Parkhurst, Director of the 
Baltimore Museum of Art, Sculpture ; 
Alan Fern, Curator of Fine Prints of 
the Library of Congress, Prints and 
Drawings-, and Richard C. Lafean, 
Head, Department of Ceramics, The 
Corcoran School of Art, Ceramics. 
They selected the 139 works in the 
exhibition from a total of 2,418 entries, 
a new record for this series. The ad¬ 
ministration of the exhibition fell to 
Richard A. Madigan, Assistant Direc¬ 
tor, who was also responsible for the 
installation.
